Other Changes to Be Made. 

Besides installing the fire walls, 
the construction company agreed 
to correct other conditions in Au- 
dubon Park about which city of- 
ficials had complained, as follows: 

1, Provide a complete and sep- 
arate sanitary sewer system for 
Chafford Woods to eliminate con- 
tamination of the storm sewer 
ditch in Audubon Park. 

2. Build spillways for all storm 
sewer openings into the drainage 
ditch. 

3. Complete the paving of 
Wrenwood larfé to connect with 
Brentwood boulevard. 

4. Replace defective’sections of 
paving on Wrenwood lane. 

5. Replace broken curbing on 
High School drive. 

6. Do a large amount of land- 
scaping, with special emphasis on 
the prevention of erosion along 
Wrenwood lane. 

7. Put in escrow enough money 
to pay Audubon’s share of the 
cost of any storm sewer to re- 
lieve flooding on Kenilworth 
drive. 

The agreement was made a 
week ago in a meeting between 
Shelby and Brentwood officials 
which lasted a full day. The 
Brentwood Board of Aldermen 
approved the agreement at a spe- 
cial meeting, and praised the spe- 
cial committee which had made 
the complaints “for its diligence 
in discovering the conditions com- 
plained of and for getting them 
corrected without help from any 
other governmental agency.” 

Flint said he understood the 
total cost of the corrections would 
be about $150,000. Lester Gross, 
local attorney for Shelby, said the 
company probably would spend 
about $75,000, but emphasized 
that was only an estimate,

“It doesn’t look to me as if 
there will be a fight on the floor,” 
Lehman said, “because this plat- 
form represents a great step for- 
ward on civil rights.” 

Civil Rights Plank. 

The civil rights plank was un- 
derstood to meet the “irreducible 
minima” laid down by New Deal 
Democrats as their price for 
party harmony. The plank would 
put the party on record calling on 
Congress, the federal, state and 
local governments to guarantee 
to every citizen regardless of 
race, color or creed: 

1, Equal opportunity for em- 
ployment. 

2. Equal rights to participate 
- — affairs (anti-poll 

x). 

3. The security of his person 
(anti-lynching), and 

4. Equal treatment in the 

armed forces. |

plank was an improvement over 
the 1948 platform, which fell 
just short of committing the Dem- 
ocrats to a compulsory FEPC law.

ESUAPE OF SEIZED 


Qavam Said to Have Fled 
From Guards as Nation- 
alist Mob Threatened 
His Life. 


TEHRAN, July 23 (UP)—De- 
posed Premier Ahmed Qavam, ar- 
rested by orders of his successor, 
Mohammed Mossadegh, was re- 
ported to have escaped today as 
a mob of frenzigd Nationalists 
threatened to lynch him. 

Gendarmes of the national po- 
lice arrested Qavam in the home 
of Parliament member Abolsazl 
Towliat at Gom, 60 miles south 
of Tehran. The Government or- 
dered that all measures be taken 
to guard him. 

An afmed mob of 5000 Nation- 
alists massed here and vowed to 
go to Gom and lynch him. But 
a spokesman for a high National- 
ist leader reported Qavam eés- 


\caped’ his guards this afternoon 
and fled 


General Alarm Issued. 

The Government at once issued 
a general alarm for Qavam and 
instructed frontier guards to ar- 
rest him on sight if he tried to 
flee the sonny 

Communist - demonstrators 
shouted insults against Shah Mo- 
hammed Reza Pahlevi as well as 
against Qavam. They demanded 
prosecution of those yo bare 
for the suppression of Monday’s 
riots and cheered the World 
Court’s refusal to hear Britain’s 
oil suit against Iran. 

Qavam quit as Premier Monday 
at the height of rioting against

Stevenson Completely Acceptable 
To Truman as Democratic Nominee

WASHINGTON, July 23—Gov. 
Adlai E, Stevenson of Llinois is 
completely acceptable to Presi- 
dent Truman as the Democratic 
party’s standard bearer in 1952, 
it was learned today. 

At the same time, widespread 
reports that the White House will 
make- known its “choice’’ some 
time during the day, or at any 
time before the balloting starts, 
may .be described as guesswork. 
There are no present plans for 
such an announcement. The Presi- 
dent intends to hew strictly to 
a neutral position so that it can 
be truly said, if Gov. Stevenson 
is drafted, that he was the free, 


undictated choice of the delegates. 

But, the Post-Dispatch was told 
by informed sources, the Presi- 
dent personally feels that the pop- 
ular Illinois governor would make 
a great campaigner, could roundly 
thrash the Republican’s Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in Novem- 
ber, and go on to steer the nation 
on a sound course both domesti- 
cally and internationally as the 
Chief Executive. 

' White House Attitude... 

The importance of this informa- 
tion is that it makes Stevenson's 
nomination on the first ballot an 
even more definite probability 
than before. It serves also to 
throw down recurrent rumors that 
the President was so piqued by 
Stevenson’s past performances of 
coyness and rugged independence 
that he would.direct a concerted 
behind-the-scenes maneuver to try 
to. stop the onrushing Stevenson

The convention, by voice 
vote, adopted a Credentials 
Committee report seating all 
delegates, including those from 
South Carolina, Virginia and 
Louisiana, who refused to sign 
the modified loyalty pledge.

After this, Louisiana voted to 
sign the pledge with a minor 
reservation that apparently was 
acceptable. 


; Anti-Trumanites Seated. 


By its action approving the cre- 
dentials committee report, the con- 
vention also seated anti-adminis- 
tration delegations from Texas 
and Mississippi. The 52-vote 
Texas “regulars” led by Gov. 
Allan Shivers were seated after a 
brief floor fight. The Shivers 
group had been challenged by a 
“loyalist” Texas delegation headed 
by former Representative Maury 
Maverick. 

The Mississippi anti-Truman 
delegation was seated without a 
fight. 

On the loyalty matter, Lt. Gov. 
L. Preston Collins of Virginia 
stated Virginia’s position. He said 
that it is his understanding that 
Virginia cannot vote further. He 
said he does not now consider 
himself a delegate although he is 
on the delegate list. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia told his delegation they 
should not make “the slightest ef- 
fort to stay in.” “Let them throw 
us out.” 

Gov, James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina sent a letter to the cre- 
dentials committee saying flatly

New Huddle on Rules.

Late last night the Northern- 
ers, led by Senator Blair Moody 
of Michigan and Representative 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. of New 
York, offered the Southerners a 
face-saving amendment to the 
loyalty pledge adopted by the 
convention early Tuesday. 

The compromise amendment 
provided that no delegate should 
be required to sign the loyalty 
pledge if the laws of his state or 
the instructions of his state party 
convention were in conflict with 
the pledge. 

This followed the approval by 
the credentials committee of the 
Texas delegation headed by Gov. 
Allan Shivers and the Mississippi 
delegation headed by Gov. Hugh 
White, after an all-day hearing at 
which arguments heard last week 
by the Democratic National Com- 
mittee credentials subcommittee 
were repeated. 

How Voting Went. 


The Shivers group was rec- 
ommended for the permanent roll 
of the convention by a vote of 36 
to 13; the White group by a vote 
of 33 to 17. Seating of both dele- 
gations was recommended earlier 
by the National Committee. 

Yesterday’s action came after 
several davs of maneuvering in 
which it appeared that the dissi- 
dent Southerners were determined 
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said, “there will be some other

The key southern states did not 
sign the pledge but said they 
would consider it overnight in the 
light of the new Moody proviso. 
Texas signed and Mississippi 
promised to. Georgia, South Car- 
olina, Virginia and Louisiana 
were among those holding out.

The credentials committee, 
headed by Calvin W. Rawlings of 
Utah, met in the glare of tele- 
vision lights from 10 a.m. yester- 
day until early this morning. The 
meeting was jammed with dele- 
gates and spectators, many of 
whom heard the same witnesses 
tell the same stories last Friday. 

While the North-South division 
was apparent in the vote, an ef- 
fort was made by such would-be 
harmonizers as Mayor David Law- 
rence of Pittsburgh, Jonathan 
Daniels of North Carolina and 
Senator Earle Clements of Ken- 
tucky to head off any bitterness. 

The meeting was a dull affair

“It is very simple,” Moody ex- 
plained. “We don’t want to- seat 
anyone who will knife the ticket.

The Moody 
proposal, which was adopted by 
the credentials committee, was 
aimed particularly at mollifying

= Pacer Opens Late. 


Today’s session began 12:29 
p.m., 29 minutes late, with party 
leaders expecting to get such 
problems as the loyalty oath and 
civil rights platform plank ironed 
out. 

This would leave the business 
of nominating men for the presi- 
dency to get under way tomorrow. 

Although this was a day when 
considerable work was to be 
done, delegates showed no par- 
ticular enthusiasm for getting 
here early. There were many 
empty seats when the convention 
was called to order. 

In submitting the credentials 
committee report to the conven- 
tion today, Chairman Calvin W.

Averell Harriman and Represen- 
tative Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. 
of New York and Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan. 

They bluffed that they were 
willing to have southern delega- 
tions take a walk—with all the 
general election trouble that 
could cause—to get what they call 
a “liberal” candidate and plat- 
form. 

With the help of the southern 
delegations who refused any ad- 
vance loyalty pledge until they 
see the nominee and the platform, 
the Arveys and the Lawrences 
seemed to hhave convinced most 
delegates that the only way the 
Democrats can win is to keep the 
South solid in the party column, 


White House Intervenes. 


Strangely enough, their victory 
seemed to have been accom- 
plished through the indirect in- 
tervention of President Truman— 
who has been calling for all-out 
indorsement of his Fair Deal pro- 
gram and for a strong civil rights 
plank. 

Moody told a reporter that as 
a result of a telephone call from 
Charles Murphy, the President’s 
legal counsel, he had agreed to 
add the proviso to the loyalty 
rule. adopted by the convention in 
a voice vote at a stormy after- 
midnight session yesterday, 

Moody contended the original 
rule. was not weakened, but the 
Southerners .regarded it as a 
compromise in their favor. 

Although Truman’s influence 
was felt in this case, there did 
not seem to be much left for him 
to do in the nomination race ex- 
cept to accept Stevenson. 

In its present temper, the con- 


vention seemed unlikely to be 


swayed very far by a presidential 
nod to any of the other candi- 
dates. 


Evidence built up that Truman 
once had decided to favor Vice 
President Barkley, who withdrew 
from the race dramatically after 
labor leaders told him he was too 
old at 74 to make the race. Bark- 
ley, who lashed out at these same 
leaders, gets a chance to tell the 
convention tonight how it ought 
to set about winning the Novem- 
ber election. 


Stevenson was regarded as 
nearer the presidential nomina- 
tion than ever before, if only for 
the reason that it had been indi- 
cated Trumans influence would 
not be scale-tipping. , 

Truman originally favored Ste- 
venson but the illinois Governor 
was reported to be cool toward 
any administration indorsement. 


Stevenson, widely considered 
available for a draft despite his 
repeated protests that he is run- 
ning only for re-election in Llli- 
nois, picked up _ significant 
strength. : 

Illinois racked up 46 of its 60 
votes for him, with 11 votes unh- 
recorded because the holders 
were missing from a caucus. 


New Jersey delegates promised 
him 23% votes. Indiana dele- 
gates said he could have 25 of 
their 26 votes. Former Senator 
Prentiss Brown predicted most of 
Michigan’s 40 will be for Steven- 
son on an early—if not the first 
—ballot.

Harriman’s headquarters an- 
nounced today the New Yorker 
would be placed in nomination 
for President by Roosevelt. 


Russell clung to his contention 
that he is not going to withdraw. 
But whereas earlier he had bid 
for labor union support with a 
statement calling for modification 
of the Taft-Hartley act, he was 
talking more and more like a 
strictly southern candidate. 

Senator Robert S. Kerr of 
Oklahoma, running far behind the 
field, said Barkley’s withdrawal 
had “dramatized the need for my 
nomination.” He found relatively 
few delegates in agreement. 

Besides Barkley, the convention 
was to hear tonight from House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, its perma- 
nent chairman.

Kefauver told a foot-stamping, 
cheering crowd at a breakfast 
meeting in the Congress _ hotel, 
that Stevenson has expressed no 
stand on labor, civil rights, and 
other issues. 

“Do you know where Stevenson 
stands on labor?” Kefauver 
asked, 

“No, no,” the crowds shouted. 

“Are you going to allow a 
draft?” 

“No, no,” his backers roared. 

Kefauver said that the fight 
over the loyalty pledge issue in 
the convention is in “a state of 
confusion,” and that he will not 
accept the peace proposal of 
Senator Blair Moody of Michigan 
unless it carries an outright 
pledge that southern delegates 
will do their best to assure that 
the candidates chosen at the con- 
vention are on the ballot in their 
states in November.

Kefauver said that “their are 
forces out to get me, to stop me.”

Knetzer, taken into custody by 
Federal authorities: here yester-| 
day, is in city jail pending re-| 
moval to Springfield, Ill., where 
he is under federal indictment for 
fraud and perjury and also facing 
contempt of court charges. 

Says He was Abducted. 
Knetzer walked out of jail at 
Springfield last June 17 with the 
help of a bogus deputy United | 
States marshal. Monday he re- 
cited a tale of escaping from the 
“deputy” and three other armed 
men who abducted him and 
planned to kill him because he 
threatened to inform newspapers

money, Knetzer said, was paid at 
various times to one of them in 
St. Louis, with the understanding 
that it was to be split 50-50 with 
the other.

“All I wanted to do was get out 
of jail and stay out,” Knetzer as- 
serted. 

$3000 a Week for Liberty. 

He declared that basic ‘‘deal” 
was that he was to make a $3000 
total payoff for each week he was 
at liberty. That amount, he under- 
stood, was to be divided between 
the two men. The arrangements, 
he said, were made through a 
firm of lawyers after consider- 
able dickering. Knetzer said that, 
in effect, he had been mulcted 
from all sides. 

His hunt for assets, he said, in- 
cluded trips to Mexico, Canada 
and New York while technically 
in custody of United States Mar- 
shal Robert Grant of the Spring- 
field district, recently ousted by 
President Truman because of -ir- 
regularities in his dealings with 
Knetzer. 

“But while I was technically in | 
Grant’s custody,” Knetzer said, 
“many times he wasn’t actually 
with me. I used to call him up 
from Mexico and other places 
while he remained at his home in 
Pekin, Ill.” Knetzer said he was 
willing to submit to lie detector 
tests. 

United States District Judge 
Charles G. Briggle of Springfield, 
who sentenced Knetzer to an in- 
definite term for contempt be- 
cause of failure to surrender 
$250,000 in hidden assets, has 
said that, while he specifically in- 
structed Grant .to physically ac- 
company Knetzer, he discovered 
On one occasion that Grant was 
at his Pekin home while Knet- 
zer was in Denver. He said he 
had been told of other similar 
incidents.

n 1947 the county made an 
application to the War Assets Ad- 
ministration to purchase the water 
plant and wells with the idea of 
using the 40,000,000-gallon-a-day 
output to supply county residents 
in areas not served by the pri- 
vately owned St. Louis County 
Water Co. It was believed state 
legislation would be needed for 
the county to Operate its own 
water plant. 

No action was ever’ taken on 
the purchase application, how- 
ever. The tract where a TNT 
plant was operated during World 
War II later was selected as the 
site for a projected Atomic En- 
ergy Commission plant, but con- 
struction of the new plant has 
been deferred. 


Four Plants Shut Down—| 


100,000 Persons With- 
out Service for Several 
Hours. 


Four plants on the east side 
were shut down today, others 
were operating under difficulties 
and residents of 19 communities 
on the Illinois side of the Mis- 
sissippi river were urged to boil 
their drinking water as the after- 


math of a break in an East St. 
Louis water main. 

The break occurred at 3 p.m. 
yesterday when a valve blew out 
on a 36-inch line of the East St. 
Louis & Interurban Water Co. 
Approximately 100,000 persons 
and scores of factories in an area 
extending from Columbia on the 
south to Venice, Madison and 
Granite City on the north were 
without water until 6 p.m., when 


‘| service with reduced pressure 


was restored by cutting in a small- 
er main to bypass the point of the 
break. 

Although repairs had been com- 
pleted and normal pressure re- 
stored today, the water emergency 
on the East Side was not over. 
Because it was possible for un- 
purified water to enter the pipes 
when there was no pressure in 
the mains yesterday, Melvin 
Dobbs, sanitary engineer of the 
East St. oLuis Health District, 
urged that all water for drinking 
and cooking be boiled as a pre- 
cautionary measure until further 
notice. 

In yesterday’s 97-degree heat, 
supplying safe drinking water for 
workers became a major problem. | 
At the Granite City plant of 
American Steel Foundries, the 
management tried boiling water in 
the cafeteria and then icing it, 
but the task proved too much and 
1300 workers were sent home. 

The Commonwealth plant of 
General Steel Castings Corp. in 
Granite City laid off 4000 work- 
ers, but hoped to be able to re- 
sume operations late today. Lewin 
Metals Co. at Monsanto laid off 
1200 men and the nearby Sterling 
Steel Castings Co. sent 330 work- 
ers home. The Monsanto Chemical 
Co. plant at Monsanto suspended 
operations during the night, but 
kept its workers on duty, and was 
able to resume production today. 

At Granite City Steel Co., steel 
in the process of being annealed 
was damaged when it became nec- 
essary to cut off generators for 
lack of water. The company bor- 
rowed a 15,000-gallon tanker 
truck from the Army Engineer 
Depot, had it filled with water 
at the Salisbury fire engine sta- 
tion in St. Louis, and distributed 
drinking water to its workers in 
milk cans. Aluminum Ore Co. 
and Nesco, Inc., likewise obtained 
water from St. Louis, 

Officials .of the East Side 
Health District hoped that tests 
to be completed in 24 hours 
would show that the danger of 
water contamination was over. 

The break in the main occurred 
at the High street pumping sta- 
tion, where workmen were in- 
stalling a discharge line running 
from the big main to a new 
pump. Water pouring from the 
break ripped a hole in the ground 
eight feet deep and about 10 
feet in diameter, and five men 
working in a nearby ditch had a 
narrow escape.

Would Be Glad to Sub- 
mit ‘Satisfactory’ Offer 
to Directors.

A committee of directors of St. 

Louis Public Service Co. will be 

appointed to confer with the 

Mayor’s Committee on Transit 

Ownership in its study of possible 

public operations, E. Roy Fitz- 

gerald, board chairman of the 
utility concern, told the Post-Dis- 
patch today. 

If the discussions include the 
question of public purchase of the 
transit system, Fitzgerald said he 
would be glad ‘to submit any 
“satisfactory” offer for the con- 


trolling interest owned by National 
City Lines, Inc., of Chicago, to 
the holding company’s beard of 
directors. National City Lines 
owns 46.1 per cent of the stock of 
Public Service Co., being by far 
the largest single owner. 

As to willingness to sell out, 
Fitzgerald, who is also president 
of National City Lines, remarked, 
“I suppose if you got enough for 
something, you'd sell.” 

Declines to Fix Price. 

He declined to fix a price, but 
said it would have to be based on 
“values.” He explained that he 
“wouldn’t think of anything but 
reproduction value, less deprecia- 
tion reserve.” Such a price, due 
to inflation, would be appreciably 
higher than the original-cost base, 
used by the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission in regulating 
fares, 

As shown by the company in 
the pending 20-cent fare case, the 
original cost property valuation, 
less depreciation reserve, is $25,- 
742,062, as of May 31. 

Any sale would involve a big 
profit for National City Lines, 
which acquired its holding in the 
St. Louis concern at a low price 
before the wartime transit boom. 

Whether or not the question of 
possible public purchase may be 
brought up in the prospective dis- 
cussions between Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst’s committee and the 
Public Service directors apparent- 
ly depends on the trend of an- 
swers to other transit questions.

This was pointed out by Samuel 
H. Liberman, chairman of the 
mayor’s committee, in an inter- 
view published in the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday. 

Asked About Selling Busses Only. 

Fitzgerald, reached by tele- 
phone at Palm Springs, Calif., 
was asked by the Post-Dispatch if 
Public Service would consider 
selling only its bus facilities, 
which provide, roughly, four- 
fifths of the transit service, while 
the apparent investment in street- 
car facilities approaches half of 
the total investment. 

“What would we do with the 
streetcars?” Fitzgerald asked. He 
said that he would not consider 
selling the bus facilities separate- 
ly. The possibility of elimina- 
tion of streetcar operations had 
been raised by City Counselor 
James E. Crowe in the fare hear- 
ing last week. 

Fitzgerald said National City 
Lines “will be pretty well guided 
by what other stockholders want 
to do” in acting on any purchase 
proposal. 

Chairman Liberman had made 
it clear that the mayor’s commit- 
tee has not reached any decision 
as to a recommendation for or 
against public transit ownership.

Board Chairman Says He | 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP)— 
Loss to the nation’s economy due 
to the 52-day-old steel strike was 
estimated at four billion dollars 


today by the Iron Age, national 
metalworking weekly. 

The publication said production 
losses will total 17,000,000 tons by 
the end of this week. It esti- 
mated unemployment at nearly 
2,000,000 workers, with 600,000 of 
them in the steel industry, and 
said the average loss per steel 
worker was about $600. 

“These losses will continue to 
mount even after the strike is 
settled,” said the Iron Age, “‘be- 
cause steel deliveries can not be 
resumed at once. To them can 
be added the uncounted cost 
manufacturers will encounter in 
converting unfinished or unsuit- 
able steel] into a form that will 
keep their plants going.” 

Differences ‘Paper-Thin.’ 

The publication declared that 
“differences between the com- 
panies and the United Steelwork- 
ers were paper-thin.” But, it 
added, “The position of each was 
so deeply entrenched as to make 
consumers despair of relief from 
the stranglehold on their source 
of supply.” 

The Iron Age defined the strike 
issue as follows: “The union wants 
compulsory union membership. 
The companies do not.” 

Presidential Assistant John R. 
Steelman continued telephone 
conversations with union and in- 
dustry spokesmen today, hoping 
to find some basis for calling for 
new negotiations. 

Dow, Jones & Co., business 
news service, said a group of 
leading steel producers met here 
today ostensibly to discuss the 
strike situation. 

The agency said some of the 
chief figures in the steel wage 
case were in New York for the 
conference. 

One source reported the meet- 
ing was called by Benjamin F. 
Fairless, chairman of United 
States Steel Co., the agency said. 

Meanwhile, aGovernment- 
named task force of five steel in- 
dustry executives proposed a for- 
mula for getting industrial pro- 
duction under way when the strike 
ends. Priority will be given de- 
fense orders. The plan, announced 


by the National Production Au- 
thority was expected to be adopt- 
ed with little change. 

Six-Point Program. 

The formula calls for: 

1, All military orders accepted 
for delivery through November to 
be filled by Nov. 30, if the strike 
ends in time. 

2. Military orders on which de- 
livery is needed by Oct. 1 to be 
pushed under mandatory priority 
directives to the. mills. 

3. NPA to require each mill, 
starting Oct. 1, to earmark a spe- 
cific tonnage of its output solely 
for the military and atomic en- 
ergy programs to prevent over- 
loading of a few mills with de- 
fense orders and creating local 
Shortages for civilian use. 

4. Tightening of inventory con- 
trols to prevent any hoarding of 
steel. 

5. No change in the  pro- 
grammed allocations of steel for 
the fourth quarter of this year, 
but adjustments to be made in 
the January-March quarter of 
1953 for those who cannot get 
the allotment tickets honored this 
year because of the shortage of 
metal. 

6. Allotments of steel for 
fourth-quarter delivery to be made 
valid for delivery as late as Jan- 
uary or February next year. 

No Decision on Seizure. 

At the White House yesterday, 
Presidential Secretary Joseph 
Short said a new plan to seize 
part of the steel industry under 
the Selective Service Act “has 
been explored but there has been 
no decision to use it.” 

Asked if the idea has been 
discarded, Short replied: “I can’t 
answer that positively.” 

Ward’s Automotive’ Reports in 
Detroit declared the strike has all 
but choked off car and truck pro- 
duction. This week’s output is 
estimated at 23,025 cars and 3305 
trucks. In the comparable week 
of 1951, production was 96,454 
cars and 26,902 trucks. 

At Peoria, Ill., the Caterpillar 
Tractor Co. announced a nearly 
complete shutdown because of 
material shortages. The concern 
employs 22,000 persons. 

Starting Monday the manufac- 
turing force will be cut to 3000. 
In addition 1600 foundry hands 
will work five days and the foun- 
dry will be shut down thereafter.

NEW ORLEANS, July 23 (UP) 
—An unidentified vessel radioed 
today that it was sinking in the 
Gulf of Mexico 190 miles south of 
New Orleans.

American Car & Foundry 
Installation Also Closed 
by Shortage — 950 
Workers Laid Off. 


Twenty-two hundred production 
employes of the Chevrolet Shell 
plant, the country’s largest artil- 
lery shell manufacturing facility, 
were idle today following a shut- 
down because of the steel-short- 
age. 

Another shutdown reported to- 
day was of the American Car & 
Foundry Co. plant at 2800 DeKalb 
street, which ran out of steel a 
week ago. About 950, production 
workers were laid off. 

The shell plant ceased opera- 
tions at the end of the evening 
shift last midnight. 

Army Secretary Frank Pace, 
who announced the closing at 
Washington yesterday, said i 
would have a serious effect. on 
production of finished 105-milli- 
meter projectiles by next month 
and would continue to affect pro- 
duction for several months. 

When the steel strike started, 
the plant, at 4801 Riverview drive, 
had 20 working days of steel on 
hand. Small additional supplies 
of steel have been received, but 
these are now exhausted, Pace 
said. The supply was stretched 
out by giving employes vacations 
and curtailing plant operations. 

The plant, which also furnishes 
forgings to the Thor Corp. at 
Blomington, Ill., for shell produc- 
tion, uses a special high-quality 
steel. Its contract with the Gov- 
ernment jnvolves more than $50,- 
000,000. 

Still in operation but threat- 
ened with shutdowns if the strike 
continues were the United States 
Defense Corp. plant and McQuay- 
Norris Manufacturing Co. core 
plant here, both employed in 
manufacture of .30- and _ .50- 
calibre bullets. 

The plants were said to have 
enough steel for about a month’s 
operation. United States Defense 
Corp. has 4000 employes, Mc- 
Quay-Norris 2000.

must apply the hard lessons 
Jearned in the war and in the 
failure of the League of Nations 
to the task of building # society 
of nations dedicated to enduring 
peace. There will be sacrifices 
and discouragements but we must 
not fail or we may never have 
another chance.” 

There have been sacrifices and 


_discouragements, triumps and set- 


backs. The United Nations is at- 


tempting to convert this last 


chance, carrying mankind’s best 
hope, into an effective instrument 
that will enable our children and 
our children’s children to main- 
tain peace in their time. The path 
upon which we have set our 
course is not an easy one. The 
trail is often difficult to find. We 
must make our maps as we go 
along but we travel in good com- 
pany with men and women of 
good-will in the free countries of 
the world. 

Without the United Nations 
our country would walk alone, 
ruled by fear, instead of confi- 
dence and hope. To weaken or 
hamstring the United Nations 
now, through lack of faith and 
lack of vision, would be to con- 
demn ourselves to endless strug- 
gle for survival in a jungle 
world, 

In examining what the U.N. 
has done, and what it is striv- 
ing to do it must be remem- 
bered that peace, like freedom, 
is elusive, hard to come by, 
harder to keep. It cannot be 


» put into a purse or hip pocket 


and buttoned there to stay. To 


' achieve peace we must recog- 


nize the historic truth that we 
can no longer live apart from 
the rest of the world. We must 
also recognize the fact that 
peace, like freedom, is not won 
once and for all. It is fought 
for daily, in small acts, and is 
the result of many individual 
efforts. 

These are days of shrinking 
horizons. We live in a “neigh- 
borhood of nations though unhap- 
pily all of us are not as yet good 
neighbors.” 

We should remember that the 
U.N. is not a cure-all, It is only 
an instrument capable of effective 
action when its members have a 
will to make it work. It cannot 
be any better than the individual 
nations are. You often ask, “What 
can I, as an individual, do to help 
the United Nations and to help 
in the struggle for a peaceful 
world?” | 

I answer—‘Make your own 
country the best possible country 
for all its citizens to live in and 
it will become a valuable member 
of the neighborhood of nations. 
This can only be done in our

Great sacrifices have been made 
in Korea by our soldiers, and at 
home by mothers, wives and 
sweethearts in support of this 
U.N. action. To a more limited 
extent the same sacrifices have 
been made by other member na- 
tions. There is torment and 
anguished waiting in many homes 
this very night but at the same 
time there must be gratitude that 
our own land has been preserved 
from attack and:for all of us 
there must be pride in the proof 
of the staunchness and heroism of 
American men, 

We pray for a just and lasting 
peace in Korea for the sake of 
the people of that land and for 
our own men and those soldiers 
of the United Nations fighting 
with them. We can not hurry this 
peace until the Communists agree 
to honest terms. If you ask the 
reason why our men are in Korea 
you were given the answer to- 
night by Mrs. Edwards. She told 
you what Maj. Jabara said. Our 
men are there so that they will 
not fight in the streets of their 
home towns. 


Korea was not only the first 
successful application of collec- 
tive security on the part of the 
U.N. to stop aggression, with- 
out provoking general war, but 
it has stimulated a free world 
to build up its defenses.. It has 
not been as quick in the 
achievement of results as it 
would have been if the U.N. 
had been fully organized to put 
down any aggression, It has 
been impossible to organize 
that machinery as yet because 
two nations, the United States 
and the Soviet Union haven’t 
been able to come to an agree- 
ment as to how this collective 
security within the United Na- 
tions may be organized. We 
think the fault lies with the 
Soviets because they will not 
see that without a planned 
method of disarmament and 
control of all weapons, ade- 
quately verified through in- 
spection, we and many other 
nations in the world can not 
feel safe, but at least through 
the United Nations we can go 
on with negotiations and pray 
. for a pure heart and clean 
hands which may eventually 
bring us the confidence even 
of the Soviety Union and lead 
us to the desired results. 


In the United Nations we meet 
with the Communists and it is 
fortunate this meeting place 
exists. We know we can not 
relax our vigilence or stop our 
efforts to control the spread of 
Communism. Their attacks on 
us in the U.N. have one great 
value—they keep us from forget- 
ting our short-comings and from 
relaxing our efforts to improve 
our democracy. 

The United Nations has helped 
to keep the peace in many areas 
of the world, notably in Iran and 
Greece and Palestine and Indo- 
nesia, and Pakistan and India. 
These disputes might have spread 
into a general war and torn the 
free world apart and opened the 
way for Communist expansion 
and another world war. 

It is also important to remem- 
ber the tremendous contribution 
to international well-being of the 
U.N, Economic and Social Coun- 
cil and the specialized agencies. 
The U.N. is concerned and help- 
ful in economic questions—Can 
our great productive capacity be 
of use to the world? Yes, the 
world needs our goods but they 
must be able to buy them and we 
must buy from other nations in 
return. Trade is of vital import- 
ance to world economic health 
and the women of our nation 
should study what the United Na- 
tions can teach us in this area. 
We are concerned about the 
food supply of the world and the 
special agencies dealing with food 
and agriculture has improved that 
food supply. We are often con- 
cerned about health, because the 
health of the world affects the 
economic situation, and if serious 
epidemics spread they can spread 
anywhere in the world. 

The World Health Organization 
carries on a world-wide campaign 
against disease, and is doing a 
successful job. 

U.N.E.S.C.O. is much _§at- 
tacked. Nevertheless, it is one 
organization which works for bet- 
ter understanding among nations 
and the peoples of the world, and 
the one organization carrying for- 
ward basic and fundamental edu- 
cation, 

The Children’s Emergency Fund 
appeals to the heart of the world; 
but. few of us know that 42,000,- 
000 children have been given 
needed food, medical supplies, 
clothing, and that this fund has 
been active in 64 countries. 

All these agencies are constantly 
building more good-will among 
the peoples of the world. 

While the United Nations came 
into being under the present Ad-

As you will recall the Senate 
approved the U.N. charter 89 to 2. 
Both parties have contributed to 
its growth. This spirit of co- 
operation we hope will continue 
for here is an.area where par- 
tisanship has no place. What does 
it cost to support this machinery, 
this machinery which is working 
for better understanding and for 
better conditions in the world as 
a whole? 

The cost of supporting the 
United Nations and its spe- 
cialied agencies for each man, 
woman and child in the United 
States is 77 cents a year. What 
was the cost of World War II? 
It is estimated that the price of 
World War II, if it could be 
meticulously prorated through- 
out the globe would have been 
$1708 for every person then 
alive. But the cost of war can- 
not be evaluated only in dollars 
and cents. So much is destroyed 
that can never be restored or 
rebuilt, or if it is possible to 
rebuild, it is only done at more 
expense. But the one thing we 
can never pay for is the sacri- 
fice of human lives We all 
know that on the beachheads 
or in the fox hole we do not 
think of money but of the 
worth of human lives. I think 
you will grant, however, that 
between the cost of peace—77 
cents—and the cost of war— 
$1708—there is quite a jump in 
decimal points. 

There is one piece of work Car- 
ried on by the U.N. through the 


which has been under some of 
the most violent attacks that have 
been made on the U.N’ I cannot 
here go into a detailed defense, 
but I would tell you this—one 
of the important cornerstones for 
peace in the world will be the es- 
tablishing of something like com- 
mon standards among the various 
nations of the world where hu- 
man rights and freedoms are con- 
cerned. 
As far as the United States 
is concerned, your representatives 
have moved with great care and 
with the best of legal advice, but 
we work with 59 other nations.

Under arrangements forced by 
a rebellion of pro-Stevenson dele- 
gates from the President’s home 
state, Truman is supposed to 
flash the word to Senator Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis, vice 
chairman of the delegation. Thus 
Hennings replaces the President’s 
alternate delegate, Thomas J. 
Gavin, as the expected recipient 
of the important message. 

This means that Gavin, the 
Kansas City councilman and beer 
peddler, has been abruptly 
plunged from the national lime- 
light into rank obscurity,. like a 
budding Thespian yanked from 
the stage with a hook. 

(White House Press Secretary 
Joseph Short said in Washington 
he knew of no plans for the Pres- 
ident to say anything publicly 
about his choice. ‘And that goes 
for tomorrow and the next day,” 
Short added.) 

Truman late yesterday sent a 
message to the Missouri delega- 
tion that his letter of instructions 
to Gavin was “meaningless at 
this time” because of “changed 
conditions.” : 


Telephone Conference. 


He indicated, in a long distance 
telephone conversation with Hen- 
nings, that he might have some- 
thing more to say, possibly to- 
day, after the platform and rules 
have been reported to the con- 
vention and the way is cleared 
to get down to the business of 
selecting the Democrats’ 1952 na- 
tional ticket. 

The development staved off a 
threatened revolt by many Mis- 
sourians, who wanted to jump 
aboard the fast-moving Steven- 
son bandwagon without waiting 
for word from Truman.

The “change in conditions” 
mentioned by the President in 
his conversation with Hennings 
was interpreted by the Missouri 
delegates as the withdrawal of 
Vice President Alben W. Barkley 
as a candidate for President. 


Gavin’s Supposed Instruction. 

Although no one apparently 
had been able to pry the informa- 
tion out of the tight-lipped Gavin, 
many of his fellow delegates 
thought Gavin had been in- 
structed to cast the President’s 
half-vote in the convention for 
Barkley. This was viewed as an 
attempt to throw support to the 
Veep in a stop-Kefauver move. 

Senator Hennings carried the 
President’s message to a Mis- 
souri caucus late yesterday after- 
noon, at the delegation’s Sher- 
man Hotel headquarters. He and 
Gov. Forrest Smith, delegation 
chairman, had been directed by 
the Missouri group earlier in the 
day to find out directly from 
Truman who he wanted as his 
successor, if Gavin wouldn’t talk. 

This step was taken because 
Gavin refused to attend the 
morning caucus, which had been 
called to give the President’s al- 
ternate an opportunity to share 
his information. Gavin also 
failed to show up at the second 
meeting, 

Relates Telephope Conversation. 

Hennings reported to the late 
afternoon caucus that he and Gov. 
Smith had called the White 
House, after they had been un- 
able to find Gavin during the day 
to ask him to attend the meeting 
and reveal the President’s wishes. 

The St. Louis Senator told the 
delegates he asked the President 
whether they would be bound by 
any instructions or any letter that 
Gavin possessed. : 

He quoted the President as say- 
ing in reply that the letter “no 
longer has any force or binding 
effect.” Truman explained, Hen- 
nings added, that ‘conditions 
have changed in such a fashion 
as to make the letter meaning- 
less at this time.”

TEXT OF COMPROMISE 
LOYALTY PLEDGE TO BE 
GIVEN TO CONVENTION 


CHICAGO, July 23 (AP) 


OLLOWING is the tezt of 

the compromise loyalty 

pledge provision which will 
be presented to the Democratic 
national convention today for 
inclusion in the permanent 
convention rules:

Civil Rights Tentative Plank 


CHICAGO, July 23 (INS) 


ERE is the tentative text of the Democratic platform plank on 
civil rights as proposed by the drafting subcommittee:

He said the demonstration was 
designed to “give the Commu- 
nists something to think about.” 

It would show the Reds that 
the Navy could bomb the coastal 
cities of Amoy, Foochow , and 
Swatow any time without drain- 
ing Korean. fleet - power, the 
spokesman said. 

Planes particiapting in the ma- 
neuver were launched by a ¢ar- 
rier taSk force under the com- 
mand of R. Adm. Apollo Soucek 
which sailed into the Formosa 
straits this week after a fast trip 
from Korean waters. 

It was the first show of naval 
air power near Formosa since the 
Korean war began. 

Radford’s headquarters said the 
show “constitutes a forceful dem- 
onstration of American naval 
power in the Pacific.” 

The Navy announcement said 
the jet planes were within “easy 
range” of Communist radar in- 
stallations on the China coast and 
may have been seen by citizens 
of the coastal cities. 

A report from the task force 
said the “air parade” was “‘cal- 
culated te boost the morale of 
forces of Chiang Kai-shek and 
at the same time show the Com- 
munists that the Navy can throw

It seemed clear, however, that 
American policy and _ interests 
have suffered setbacks in Egypt 
and Iran alike, and that the situa- 
tions in both countries are likely 
to grow worse before they grow 
better. 

Both in Cairo and in Tehran, 
governments which the United 
States hoped and believed it could 
deal with reasonably satisfactorily 
have been supplanted by govern- 
ments about which Washington is 
considerably less optimistic. 

The political situations in both 
capitals have been proven by re- 
cent developments to be even 
more unstable, moreover, than 
Washington had feared, which is 
saying a good deal. 

Act of Defiance. 

The military coup d’etat in 
Egypt apparently is an act of de- 
fiance against King Farouk, since 
it is being led by Gen. Moham- 
med Naguib, whose nomination as 
War Minister Farouk vetoed only 
last week, 

Reports reaching here today 
indicated that the coup may be 
partly if not largely due to purely 
internal differences within the 
Egyptian army. It may have no 
bearing on Egyptian foreign re- 
lations. 

There were also some indica- 
tions today that the King may 
be able to reassert his authority. 
The palace may thus emerge from 
the coup at least as strong as it 
was before, 

It is even conceivable that Gen. 
Naguib may prove easier for the 
outside world to deal with than 


recent civilian governments have 
been. 

This view of the situation is 
quite probably too optimistic, 
however, officials feared, and 
they would say only that it was 
impossible to appraise today’s 
events, 

The significance of the latest 
developments in Iran seemed rel- 
atively clear, however, on the 
other hand—and decidedly un- 
favorable. 

The overthrow of Prime Min- 
ister Ahmed Qavam and the re- 
turn of Mohammed Mossadegh to 
power in Tehran are viewed by 
officials here with grave misgiv- 
ings, Qavam was regarded as a 
man with whom the Western 
world could probably negotiate a 
settlement of the Anglo-Iranian 
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oil crisis, whereas Mossadegh is 
considered to be all but impos- 


sible to deal with. 
Unholy Alliance. 

Moreover, Qavam’s fall and 
Mossadegh’s return have been 
brought about to a considerable 
extent by mob violence in which 
the Communist-led Tudeh party 
has played an important part, 
and officials here have long 
feared that this unholy alliance 
between -Mossadegh’s extreme 
left-wing and right-wing support- 
ers hight someday plunge Iran 
into chaos and thus give the Com- 
munists a chance to take over 
the country. .

A Record $329,232,000,000 in 
1951—Half of Rise Due 
to Higher Prices. 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)— 
The American gross national 
product jumped 45 billion. dol- 
‘lars in 1951 to a record high of 


Department reported last night, 
but increasing prices accounted 
for half the rise. 

National income gained 39 bil- 
lion, to a $277,554,000,000 record 
high. Climbing prices also in- 
flated these figurees. 

Gross national product is the 
country’s total output of goods 
and services; national income is 
the amount received for labor 
and supplies used in achieving 
that output. 

The 1951 gross national output 
averaged about $2142 for each 
man, woman and child in the 
country. The national income 
came out to a $1811 average. 

The 16 per cent advance in 
gross national product—and half 


of it reflected a real increase in, by 


physical quantity of output—was 
credited chiefly to expansion of 
the defense program. 

The Commerce Department 
said government outlays, federal, 
state and local combined, shot up 
nearly 50 per cent in 1951 to a 
66.5 billion dollar total, of which 
37 billion went for defense pur- 
poses. 

Outlays by consumers on re- 
tail purchases dwarfed all other 
forms of spending, totaling 208 
billion dollars, yet consumers 
kept a rather tight hold on their 
pocketbooks, spending only 14 
billion dollars more than they 
spent in 1950. 

Consumer incomes were pared 


taxes so that the amount they 
had left to spend was 225 billion 
in 1951. For 1950, the amount 
was 205.5 billion.

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SEOUL, July 23 (UP)—Two 
waves of 100 Allied planes 
smashed a Communist troop and 
supply center south of Wonsan on 
Korea’s east coast today as fight- 
ing for “Old Baldy” on the west- 


ern end of the front slowed down. 
Jet and propeller-driven fight- 


er-bombers dropped 75 tons of 
bombs and fired 300 rockets and 
37,000 rounds of ammunition in- 
to the sprawling barracks and 


storage area at Osan village, 10) 
miles south of Wonsan on the 
east coast of North Korea. 
Communist anti-aircraft fire 
was severe, returning pilots said. 
The Fifth Air Force said it had 
waited for several weeks to let 
the target ripen for the assault, 
the latest in the Allied campaign 
of putting pressure on the Com- 
munists from the air. 
Two-Wave Attack. 

The first 100-plane wave of 
Mustangs, Shooting Stars and 
Thunderjets hit the target about 
9 a.m. A second wave of fighter- 
bombers flew over the target at 
6 p.m. Results of the second at- 
tack were not immediately avail- 
ble. 

Claims already reported on the 
main target included 59 storage 
and barracks buildings, eight ve- 
hicle revetments, four supply 
bunkers, one automatic weapon 
and seven boxcars destroyed or 
damaged, 
Three large secondary explo- 
sions blossomed in the clear 
North Korean sky from hits on 
fuel or ammunition stores. 

Meanwhile, other fighter-bomb- 
ers and light bombers continued 
to hammer at Red positions 
around “Old Baldy,” the bitterly- 
contested hill west of Chorwon 
on the west-central front. 
Fighter-bombers supporting Al- 
lied troops fighting for “Old 
Baldy” reported they destroyed 11 
troop bunkers, two mortar posi- 
tiois, two artillery positions and 


en equipment, bullet-punctured 
helmets and blood mark the mud- 
dy road. 

“If they’d just get those mor- 
tars out of there, we'd be all 
right,” said one wounded infan- 
tryman yesterday. “We lost more 
men this morning than we did last 
night taking the hill.” 

The valley leading to the south- 
east slope of the hill is the last 
stop for ammunition and supplies 


and the first stop for the wound- 
ed. Communist shells burst 
throughout the length of the val- 
ley, a target second only to “Old 
Baldy” itself. 

Wounded men are carried along 
the valley’s cratered road to a 
sandbagged medical station. The 
aid station offers blood plasma 
and hope—but not much more. 

Often Communist shellifire 1s 
so heavy the stream of wounded 
is halted for hours. Men lie in 
holes at the base of the hill 
waiting for help that cannot come 
until the barrage lifts. | 

When the firing lets up, litter 
jeeps and armored ,. personnel 
carriers bounce and careen along 
the narrow road. 

Some of the men coming down 
from the hill are so tired they 
drop. Many have slept only a few 
hours since the Chinese sent some 
700 troops against “Old Baldy” 
Thursday night. 


55 BANDITS WIPED 
OUT AFTER AMBUSH, 
COLOMBIA REPORTS 


BOGOTA, July 23 (AP)}—The 
Government said today that army 
troops have wiped out 55 bandits 
in Antioguia in the last few days.

The night air attacks followed 
a day of rocketing, strafing and 
napalming by U.N. planes, One 
of four enemy tanks spotted in 
the area was knocked out. 

Temperatures in the area of 

“Old Baldy,” which dominates the 
area for miles around, ranged up 
to 100 degrees. 
Navy planes and ships struck at 
coastal targets under clearing 
weather yesterday. Some Navy 
aircraft inflicted new damage on 
power houses and transformer 
yards in the Chosen complex. 

In the Yellow sea between Ko- 
rea and the Chinese mainland, 
the British carrier Ocean relieved 
the United States carrier Bataan. 
British pilots began their new 
tour of duty by destroying or 
damaging 20 sampans near the 
Korean coast. 

Off the east coast, the 45,000- 
ton American battleship lIowa 
fired its 16-inch guns in the Ko- 
song area, destroying or damag- 
ing 18 gun positions and crippling 
supply centers.

NEW YORK, July 23—The ap- 
peal of Alger Hiss, former State 
Department attache, for a new 
trial on perjury charges, based 
on his denials that he gave secret 
Government information to 
Whittaker Chambers, was _ re- 
jected yesterday by United States 
District Judge Henry W. God- 
dard. 

Hiss, serving a five-year prison 
term in Lewisburg (Pa.) Federal 
penitentiary, based his application 
for the new hearing on implica- 
tions that typewritten evidence 
produced against him might have 
been fabricated by Chambers, 
self-confessed Communist courier. 

His plea, characterized by 
United States Attorney Myles J. 
Lane, as “a combination of 
Grigm’s fairy tales and a touch 
of Rube Goldberg,” was discount- 
ed in equally positive, although 
less picturesque language by 
Judge Goddard... Goddard pre- 
sided at the second trial of Hiss, 
following a first hearing which 
resulted in a hung jury. 

No Proof, Judge Asserts. 

“The defendant has submitted 
no proof which would support a 
finding by a jury that the type- 
writer received in evidence at the 
trial was constructed by or for 
Chambers, or that the typewriter 
was not the original Hiss ma- 
chine,” Judge Goddard wrote. 

“Defendant’s supposition — and 
it is only conjecture with abso- 
lutely no evidence to support it— 
is that Chambers constructed the 
alleged duplicate typewriter from

Hiss letters, or that it was done 
for him by some- Communist 
friends,’ Judge Goddard con- 
tinued.

They 
softened the loyalty pledge until 
now it has practically no mean- 
ing at all for any state which 
wants to bolt. 


President Truman is credited 
with telling the northerners to 
back up and compromise, There’s 
no mystery why: This is one year 
the Democrats, need all the elec- 
toral votes they can get. 

When the _ States Righters 
pulled out of the party in 1948, 
they deprived Truman of 39 elec- 
toral votes.

Viewing and Pointing 

The extended hassle at the Democratic 
national convention over the so-called “loyalty” 
issue affords an interval in which to review 
the Democratic oratory thus far in terms of the 
Republican speechmaking two weeks ago. 

At a comparable stage in the G.O.P. con- 
vention the delegates—and the country—had 
heard major addresses by Gen. MacArthur, ex- 
President Hoover and Senators Kem of Missouri, 
McCarthy of Wisconsin and Cain of Washington. 
The leading Democrats who have appeared in 
the similar period are Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Gov. Stevenson of Illinois, Gov. Dever of Massa- 
chusetts and Senators Benton of Connecticut and 
Douglas of Illinois. 

Although the five Republicans included a 
celebrated military leader and our only living 
ex-President, a rating of the two groups, with 
due allowance for.the poor performance of Gov. 
Dever,. would, so we believe, give the higher 
score to the Democratic list. 

Mrs. Roosevelt may not have attracted radio 
and television audiences as large as those of 
Gen. MacArthur and Mr. Hoover. But she had 
more to say. 

The former first lady was, moreover, hopeful 
and looked with confidence into the future. 
Gen. MacArthur and Mr. Hoover looked back 
and found only darkness, error and defeat for 
the United States. 

She took a justified satisfaction in the accom- 
plishments of the U.N., imperfect though that 
agency assuredly is. The Republican speakers 
wrote the U.N. off as a hidden pit in which we 
may well trap ourselves. 

Against the G.O.P.’s preachment of despair 
and waste in international relations, Mrs. Roose- 
velt quoted a memorable contrast in costs—the 
77 cents which each American citizen pays out 
annually to support the U.N. and the $1708 which 
is the estimated pro rata share of each resident 
of the entire world for the cost of World War II. 
And she found the saving grace of humor in a 
jaugh on herself in the wartime cartoon which 
had one coal miner saying to another, “Gosh, 
here comes Eleanor.”

Senator Benton called attention to an aspect 
of the campaign to which the Post-Dispatch first 
directed its readers many months ago.—the fact 
that this is the year in which the notorious Sen- 
ate “Class of ’46” comes up for re-election. 

Not evéryone will be ready to agree with the 
Connecticut Senator that the danger of sending 
these men back to the Senate for six more 
years “transcends in importance the personalities 
of the two presidential candidates.” But the 
great importance of the senatorial races is not 
to be passed over. 

Quoting a classical remark by Woodrow 
Wilson, Senator Benton reminded us that con- 
gressional government is “government by the 
chairmen of the standing committees of Con- 
gress.” If the Republicans win the Senate, 
chairmanships will go to the McCarthys and 
Cains. This is a side of the presidential election 
that will give more and more concern as the 
campaign progresses. 

Senator Douglas devoted himself to an ex- 
tended analysis of the Korean war. He showed 
that it was not only not “Truman’s war,” but 
that it was a conflict which the American peo- 
ple understandingly support even though it takes 
a heavy toll that they regret. 

Answering Gen. MacArthur’s famous line, 
“There is no substitute for victory,” Senator 
Douglas pointed out that the U.N. stand has 
achieved its goal of preventing the Communists 
from taking over Korea. It has also cost the 
Communist armies more than a million casual- 
ties—a bitter investment in the dream of. world 
domination.

The shouted keynote address by Gov. Dever 
had its fair scores but it was over-heavy with 
claims which do not stand up. It ignored the 
war economy as a cause of full employment and 
passed _ over corruption in the Truman Admin- 
istration as if it did not exist. 

Gov. Stevenson advanced far beyond the 
Dever myopia when he said: “Where we have 
erred, let there be no denial; where we have 
wronged the public trust, let there be no ex- 
cuses. Self-criticism is the secret weapon of 
democracy and candor and confession are good 
for the political soul.” 

Out of these and other addresses at the two 
conventions comes the start of the shape of the 
presidential campaign. No one needs to study 
it more than a political newcomer by the name 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
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Opening Up in Madison County? 

Is the lid off in Madison county? The Empire 
Club, a gambling establishment on Collinsville

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Chiang’s Symphony 

Chiang Kai-shek’s political symphony, like a 
symphony in music, contains two themes. Of 
these, he has now entered upon the playing of 
the second: “The Nationalists can recover the 
China mainland with their own military forces 
if other nations will provide other necessary 
assistance.” 

His first theme was: “I am going to clean up 
the Nationalist Government as soon as I get 
some more money from the United States.” He 
played that theme, in all its infinite variations, 
for more than a decade, and when he was final- 
ly run out of China it was the corruption of his 
regime more than any other single factor that 
had brought about his defeat. 

It is hard to believe, in retrospect, that Chiang 
ever intended to clean up his Government while 
he still controlled China. If he had, he would 


‘*have made more of a start at it, It is also hard 


to believe that he seriously thinks the forces at 
his disposal could reconquer China, even with 
all the help, short of men in the. field, that 
friendly nations could give him. 

What useful purpose could be oes by the 
“other necessary assistance” which iang is 
now angling for? The assistance would be costly 
to the United States in money, and there is no 
indication it would be any less costly in broken 
hopes than the assistance this country poured 
by the shipload into Chiang’s Government before 
he was run out of China. 

The only people for whom any purposes w6uld 


be served would be Chiang and his coterie, who 


could continue to live in opulent hopelessness on 
Formosa; and pro-Chiang lobbyists in the United 
States who see (or think they see) an opportu- 
nity to make political capital. 

Those are not purposes which would warrant 
the expenditure of millions from the United 


States Treasury. It would be well to remember, 


when Chiang periodically sounds his theme of 
regaining control of China, that it would be im. 
possible if he tried it, and that five years ago 
he was singing for more money with promises 
of a cleanup which he never tried. 
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Again, Wartime Price Supports 

President Truman has signed legislation to 
continue farm price supports at high levels 
until the end of 1954. The bill went through 
Congress in haste during the closing days of 
the session. It must be regarded as strictly an 
interim measure that will have to be more thor- 
oughly thought out during the next Adminis- 
tration. 

In the 1949 Agricultural Act, Congress at- 
tempted to lay down the basis for a permanent 
postwar farm program. This act provided for 
a gradual transition to a modernized method 
of computing parity, and for a system of flex- 
ible price supports on basic crops. 

The effect of the bill just signed by the 
President is to postpone until some future 
date both of these features. Parity prices will 
continue to be computed on the old formula— 
which tied farm prices to the 1909-1914 period— 
as well as on the new formula, with the higher 
of the two being used to determine the level of 
price support. Moreover that level of support, 
instead of ranging from 75 to 90 per cent of 
parity as contemplated by the 1949 act, will 
continue to be pegged at a flat 90 per cent. 

High and rigid price supports were estab- 
lished during World War II as a means of stimu- 
lating the high levels of production then needed. 
The flexible system proposed in the 1949 act 
was designed to provide a cushion against catas- 
trophic price declines, and yet to avoid freezing 
into permanent law high and rigid price sup- 
ports which might encourage the production of 
burdensome surpluses. 

The 1949 act had scarcely ceme into effect 
when the Korean war and the Western world’s 
rearmament drive inflated the demand for farm 
products. It is because high production of most 
crops is still needed that the Truman Adminis- 
tration recommended and Congress accepted 
continuation of high-level price supports, 

Some day, however—and it may not be too 
distant—Congress will have to face squarely the 
question of the principles to be embodied in a 
permanent peacetime farm program. That in- 
volves not only the level of price support to be 
provided, but the method by which farm income 
is to be protected against depression. The 
Brannan plan, which proposed to support in- 
come rather than prices, and to move surpluses 
into consumption by letting the market price 
find its own level, will again become a pertinent 
subject for debate. 

It is now seven years since the end of World 
War II, and the nation finds itself still operat- 
ing a farm program designed for wartime condi- 
tions. Successive extensions of this program 
may be the politically expedient way of evading 
a tough problem, but the time is approaching 
when the problem will have to be faced and 
solved. 
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Not Up to Forrest Smith 

More than 50 outstanding members of Con- 
gress have asked the Democratic convention to 
adopt a plank in favor of presidential primaries. 
But Gov. Forrest Smith, as chairman of the Mis- 
souri delegation, does not want to hear anything 
about that. 

At least, that is what he told Edward T. 
Wright, chairman of the Missouri Committee for 
Presidential Primaries, who had driven to Chi- 
cago to address the delegation at the invitation 
of Democratic National Committeeman John J. 
Nangle. The brush-off by Gov. Smith was 
hardly in the best manner of politicians—who 
generally are ready enough to listen to a voter 
even if they have not the slightest intention of 
heeding what he Says. 

It would seem obvious that Forrest Smith 
is dedicated to the smoke-filled room method 
of imposing candidates on the electorate. For- 
tunately, however, the change to a better method 
will not depend on him. Whether or not the 
platform plank is adopted, the issue will depend 
on the members of the next Congress. Men 
like Senator Douglas of Illinois and Representa- 
tive Bennett of Florida are sure to propose legis- 
lation calling for a nation-wide system of presi- 
dential primaries. 

Meanwhile Missourians might well ask their 
congressional candidates how they stand on this

Challenge for St. Louis Men 


The Aug. 5 primary in St. Louis promises to 
be one of the most bitterly contested in years, 
and in many cases the margin separating suc- 
cessful candidates from also-rans is likely to be 
close. It is absolutely essential therefore, that 
no cloud fall over the conduct of the election, 
or the tabulation of the votes. 

To this end, the Election Board is seeking vol- 
unteers as special deputy election commissioners 
to oversee the work of the regular judges and 
clerks in each of the city’s 794 precincts. The 
response, unhappily, has been disappointing. 
Only about 100 men have agreed to serve. 

As Mrs. J. Hardin Smith Jr. of the League 
of Women Voters of St. Louis points out in 
today’s letter column, those men who serve— 
custom precludes the appointment of women— 
will help the cause of good government.’ But 
if the men let the chance go by default, custom 
might well be ignored.

It is tragic that in this fateful year 
America should be spending billions upon 
billions for military purposes and only 
piddling amounts for causes that will cure 
the world’s ills and turn the tide of Com- 
munism. 

Point Four is a good example. Point 
Four, which could give direction and guid- 
ance to the revolutions that are sweeping 
the world, has a pitiably small place in the 


budget. 

For arms and planes and bombs we will 
spend next year about 52 billion dollars. 
For Point Four next 
year we will spend 
not much over $205,- 
000,000 

A military  pro- 
gram is necessary to 
meet the Soviet 
threat. But a politi- 
cal program that will 
serve as a counter- 
revolution to the 
Communist threat is 
of equal, if not great- 
er, importance,

the villagers how to increase their stand- 
ard of living. Someone is going to show 
them. If we don’t, the Reds will. 

Point Four is a practical method of 
showing the people of underdeveloped 
areas how to increase their living stand- 
ards. 

But if Point Four did nothing in these 
countries but increase the productivity of 
the land, Point Four would serve largely 
the cause of the rich landlord. He already 
gets as high as 90 per cent of the crop. 

Where a government proposes to do 
nothing about its land problem, a Point 
Four agricultural program can be used 
only sparingly, lest it make the rich richer 
and aggravate conditions under which 
Communist revolutions flourish. 

But in a nation like Iran, Point Four 
can be used on a grand scale. 

A vigorous, imaginative Point Four pro- 
gram in Iran will be an effective. antidote 
to Communism in that area; it can be the 


force that saves that area from Soviet ex-.- 


ploitation. 

The experience we gained under the 
Marshall plan is relevant here. The Mar- 
shall plan restored .usiness and agricul- 
ture of Europe and sometimes raised them 
above prewar levels. But for the most 


part the Marshall plan did not percolate 
down to the average man. 

One reason was that it was used to bol- 
ster the cartels.- It is, I think, plain that 
when we used our billions to support the 
cartel system of Europe, we made the rich 
richer, we largely alienated the masses of 
Europe, and we encouraged conditions that 
helped increase Communists in France and 
Italy. 

If we use Point Four to bolster reac- 
tionary and feudal systems in Asia, the dis- 
aster will be worse. Yet even in those 
countries Point Four can be of great help, 
if we aim atthe grass roots. It will require: 

A vast accumulation of capital. 
The training of skilled labor. 

The adoption of protective labor stand- 
ards so that Asia will not inflict sweat 
shops on the world. 

Modern technology has produced a wide 
variety of industrial units, which if devot- 
ed to local projects, with dividends going 
to the villagers, can have a revolutionary 
effect. Modern technology will be used to 
turn the faces of the peoples of the world 
away from Soviet Russia. 

It is a tragedy that this course is not 
taken today—a tragedy that America 
works primarily at the military rather 
than the political level. If America were 
the liberator, there would be armies 
marching for the cause of liberty and de- 
mocracy in Asia. 

But in Asia there will be few, if any, 
who will march today or tomorrow. Sup- 
port at the grass roots is necessary if a 
country is to have a strong army. This 
can be done only with technical and finan- 
cial help. Someone will supply them. 

If we do not, Russia will. The stakes are 
large. They involve the very safety of 
civilization as we know it. 

That is why we should drastically cut the 
military budget and shift funds to Point 
Four and other technical and educational 
programs. 

If we announced that this next year we 
would take at Jeast 10 per cent or five bil- 
lion dollars from the military and devote 
that sum to human welfare and techno- 
logical programs in Asia, the effect would 
be electric. 

Then Asia would know that we were 
champions of the victims of landlordism, 
usury, poverty, disease and tyranny. 


Then the Red tide would turn, for the. 


masses of Asia would no longer look-to 
Soviet Russia as their liberator. 

Then they would have a chance to know 
her as the most ruthless empire builder 
the world has ever known.

Between Book Ends 


Carver of Mountains 


GIVE THE MAN ROOM, by Robert J. Casey and Mary 
Borgium. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., 326 pags., $4.50.) 
The man who needed room, in the days 

of his greatness, was Gutzon Borglum, the 
sculptor who carved faces on granite 
mountains. For that he needed room and 
for that he needed even more freedom 
from the hamperings of lesser men and 
the hinderings of circumstance. For his 
uses he took the room that he needed, not 
waiting for it to be given to him, for he 
was that kind of a man. On the face of 
Mount Rushmore in the Black Hills the 
statues of Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln 
and Theodore Roosevelt, the largest in 
the world, are their memorials and not 
less than the memorial of the man of gen- 
ius who needed room and took it where 
he found it.

POPE URGES RUSSIANS 
TO‘RETURN TO TRUTH 


| 

Apostolic Letter-to Be Broad- 

cast to Them by Vatican 
Radio. 


VATICAN CITY, July 23 (AP) 
—Pope Pius, in his first apostolic 
letter to all the peoples of Rus- 
sia, has appealed to them to “re- 
turn to truth and to the right 
path.” 

“Undoubtedly,” the Pope wrote, 
“we have condemned and reject- 


ed, as the duty of our office de- 
mands, the errors which the pro- 
moters of atheistic Communism 
teach and try to propagate to the 
greatest detriment and misfor- 
tune of the citize1.s.” 


But, he added, “we do not turn 
away” the persons who are in 
error. 

“We desire that they should 
return to the truth and the right 
path,” he said. 

The Pope’s letter—dated July 
7, 1952, feast of the Slav saints, 
Cyril and. Methodius—was made 
public by the Vatican’s press of- 
fice today: and printed in L’Osser- 
vatore Romano. The letter will 
be broadcast’ to the Russian peo- 


ple by Vatican radio. 
The letter, entitled from its 


Anno”’—while the Holy Year 
(1950) was. in progress—renewed 
past exhortations by the Catholic 
Church for renewal of religion 
in Russia. 

The’ Pope said that as the Holy 


Year. ended there were many 
pleas from various parts of the 
world that he would consecrate 
the entire Russian people “in the 
difficulties of the present mo- 
ment, to the immaculate heart 
of the. Virgin Mary.” 

“This request,” the Pope said, 
“was exceedingly acceptable to us 
because, if our paternal affection 
embraces all peoples, it is direct- 
ed in an especial manner to those 
who, for the most part separated 
from this Apostolic See as of the 
vicissitudes of history, retain 
nevertheless the Christian name.” 

Not only is it difficult for the 
Russian people to know teachings 
of Catholic doctrine, the Pope 
said, but “they are being com- 
pelled by guileful and evil wiles 
to reject even the faith and the 
very idea of God.” 

The Pope said he has never 
ceased his supplications to God 


fiercely. 


T3OO-MILE RIVER TRIP 
IN KAYAKS UNDER WAY 


Ithaca Minister and Youth 
Leave St. Louis; Third Man 
Going Part Way. 


An Ithaca (N.Y.) minister and 
a youth who is a member of his 
church left St. Louis this morn- 
ing confident they would succeed 
in their ambition to float down- 
river to New Orleans in kayaks. 
With them was a third man who 
planned to go part of the way.., 

The Rev. Ralph Helverson pas- 
tor of the First Unitarian Church 
of Ithaca, and 16-year-old John 
Cameron, a member of the 
church’s Youth Fellowship Class, 
arrived in St. Louis yesterday on 
a leg of their 1350-mile journey 
in two canvas, collapsible, canoe- 
like craft. 

Mr. Helverson, chaplain of stu- 
dents at Cornell University and 
an ardent historian, wants to 
trace the route of La Salle, the 
French explorer. Young Cameron, 
an enthusiastic boatman, came 
along for the ride. Bob Hoff- 
meyer, 29 years old, the pastor’s 
brother-in-law, joined the party at 
Pearl, Ill, and will float along 
as far as Chester, III. 

“We've averaged about 30 miles 
a day, at about three miles per 
hour”, said Mr. Helverson, a 
tanned, wiry man, 40 years old. 
From St. Joseph, Mich., they came 
down the Illinois. river, through 
Peoria, past Starved Rock, where 
La Salle set up Fort St. Louis, 
and on down into the Mississippi. 
They hope to complete their trip 
by Sept.’ 1. 

The pastor is an experienced 
canoeman. Last summer he fol- 
lowed La Salle’s route up around 
Kingston, Ontario. The trip this 
year entailed a 35-mile portage 
(by automobile) near Chicago. 

Although sails can be set up, 
they have depended almost solely 
on river current to propel them 
southward toward the mouth of 
the Mississippi and so far things 
have gone fine. The boats, while 
small—they weigh 70 pounds each 
—offer ample storage space for 
food and other equipment. On 
arrival in New Orleans the kayaks 
will be collapsed and shipped 
back, and the two inland sailers 
will return by land. 

The rivergoing pastor has an- 
other ambition he will start float- 
ing toward fulfilment next sum- 
mer. “I intend to follow the 
route of the Lewis-Clark expedi- 
tion,” he said.

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DOCTORS NET NCINE 
AVERAGES $1251 


Lawyers, Dentists Trail With 
Earnings of $9375 and 
$7743 Respectively. 


WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP)— 
The net income of American doc- 
tors averaged $12,518 last year 
with lawyers averaging $9375 and 
dentists $7743, the Commerce De- 
partment reported yesterday. 

The medical men also made the 
biggest gain in earnings during 
1951—an increase of $980 over 
1950, a department survey shows. 
Lawyers averaged’ a 1951 earnings 
increase of $303, dentists a gain 
of $450. 

The report said 22 pe? cent of 
all doctors and 35 per cent of all 


lawyers work on a salary basis, 
but only 8 per cent of the dentists 
do 


In 1951, the average income of 
salaried doctors was $9522 against 
$13,378 for the non-salaried. Sal- 
aried lawyers averaged $8936 
against $9375 for others. No sep- 
aration of this kind was available 
for dentists. | 

Total income of members of 
these professions was, of course, 
much larger than the net shown. 
In 1951, for example, the gross 
incomes of non-salaried doctors 
averaged $22,298 and that of 
lawyers $14,171. Their net in- 
come was the amount left after 
deducting costs of professional 
operations. ‘ 

The department figures on non- 
salaried professionals show it was 
not until after 1940 that doctors’ 


net earnings rose above lawyers’. \

Stevenson pleaded with 
his friends not to back his candi- 
dacy, and Arvey and the other 
Illinois delegates flatly defied the 
governor. That was the great 
turning point. . 

For Barkley, it spelled doom. 
Illinois, Pennsylvania and Indiana 
were to have supplied the great 
majority of the 227 first ballot 
votes that the Vice President had 
been counting on. With these 
three states plunging into the 
draft-Stevenson movement, Bark- 
ley was left with fewer than 100 
first ballot votes. This implied 
humiliation as the only reward of 
persistency. 

Appeal te Truman Fails. 


The Barkley strategists made a 
final appeal to the White House, 
asking the President to call all 
leaders subject to his influence 
and rally them to support the 
Vice President and stop Steven- 
son. The President replied, char- 
acteristically, that he would re- 
main true to his promise to sup- 
port Barkley on the early ballots, 
no matter what happened. But he 
pointed out that he had promised 
only to give Barkley the nod, and 
had never promised to wield the 
White House lash in his behalf. 
That ended it. Barkley counted 
the delegate totals and sadly 
withdrew. 

The bitterness of his state- 
ment, it is now clear, must be at- 
tributed to the rage of the peo- 
ple around him, such as Senator 
Earl Clements of Kentucky. After 
the first shock, Barkley has taken 
his reverse with remarkable good 
humor, Just to underline the 
irony of these events, it may be 
added that Gov. Stevenson, the

Jet Plane Dismantled With Aid of Grenades, 
Loaded Aboard and Flown Under 
Fire to U.N. Lines. 


NEW YORK, July 23 (INS)— 
The story of how a downed So- 
viet-built MIG-15 jet fighter plane 
was snatched from behind Com- 
munist lines in North Korea by 
a United States Alr Force Sikor- 
sky helicopter was revealed today.

So the OSI officer 
exploded some hand grenades to 
pry open parts of the MIG. 

The tail section of the MIG 
was poking out of the cargo com- 
partment of the helicopter when 
Cooper lifted the H-19, loaded 
1000 pounds beyond specified ca 
pacity.

“I found that I wasn’t going 
to be able to clear a ridge of 
about 300 feet on take-off,” said 
Cooper, “so I kicked it around 
and made a downwind take-off 
and just made it over a clump of 
trees—just barely.”

feet, then found enemy antiair- 

craft fire bracketing it. The heli- 

copter rocked under near hits. 
Cooper said later, “I was puil- 


siing 2800 rpms (revolutions per 


minute) out of the engine—the 
first time I ever asked the engine 
for anything approaching that.” 

Cooper got his valuable cargo 
back behind United Nations lines. 
On landing he found that “a hunk 
of enemy flak was stuck in the 
main rotor blade” of the “flying 
windmill.” 

He and Winnegar divided it as 
souvenirs of the historic flight.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 23— 
An embargo on shipment of hogs 
into Missouri except for imme- 
diate slaughter in plants 
which operate under federal, state 
or municipal inspection was or- 
dered late yesterday by acting 
Gov. James T. Blair Jr. The or- 
der became effective at 6 p.m. 
yesterday. 

The executive order also directs 
the 149 livestock community sale 
organizations in Missouri te dis- 
continue the sale of hogs, and to 
permit no hogs be unloaded at 
the sales barns. 


Issuance of the order on rec- 
ommendation of Robert T. Thorn- 
burg, state commissioner of agri- 
culture and Dr. H. E, Curry, state 
veterinarian followed discovery 
of the swine disease of vesicular 
exanthema in isolated areas in 
the state. 


Like Hoof, Mouth Disease. 


Dr. Curry said the disease af- 
fects only hogs and is similar in 
effect to hoof and mouth disease 
in cattle. He said it could not be 
communicated to human beings. 


Duration of the embargo was 
estimated by Curry at 30 to 60 
days depending on the result of 
Surveys of farm areas to deter- 
mine if additional infection of 
hogs exists. He said the first case 
was found at St. Joseph about 
two weeks ago and other cases 
have been found in isolated areas. 


Thornburg said the embargo 
order probably would result in 
elimination of swine shows at the 
State Fair in Sedalia next month, 
and in various county fairs sched- 
uled in the next two months. In 
any event he said, the embargo 
would prevent swine breeders in 
other states from sending hogs to 
shows in Missouri. 


Blair issued the order in the ab- 
sence of Gov. Forrest Smith, who 
is attending the Democratic na- 
‘tional convention in Chicago, 

Quarantine Imposed. 

The executive order also pro- 
vides for placing all garbage feed 
lots in the state under quarantine 
and prohibiting the removal of 
animals from such lots except to 
slaughtering establishments oper- 
ated under federal, state or muni- 
cipal inspection. Such removal 
would be under a special permit 
to be issued by a deputy state 
veterinarian, after examination of 
the animals to determine if they 
are free of symptoms of vesicular 
exanthema. 


Commissioner Thornburg said 
similar embargo regulations had 
been adopted or were in the 
course of being adopted by 10 or 
15 states ineluding Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansex, Illinois and Okie-~ 
homa, 

The Missouri embargo does not 
prevent shipment. of hogs from 
Missouri into other states in its 
present form. Whether such ship- 
mentg may be made Thornburg 
said, will depend upon any regula- 
tions adopted by states to which 
the shipments would be consigned.

“defense supporting’ industries 
been made eligible, but for the 
first time the Government has a 
central file of all the tools avail- 
able. 

This belated accomplishment— 
and even more belated publicity— 
is another step in the effort to 
break a machine tool bottleneck 
which is decreasing but still evi- 
dent. Now eligible for Govern- 
ment tools, among others, are 
large and small manufacturers in 
ithe following field: 


Transportation equipment, pe- 
troleum equipment, electric pow- 
er equipment, farm implements 
and machinery, electrical machin- 
ery, machine toels and general in- 
dustrial components. 

Normally the tools are leased 
on terms calling for payment to 
the Government of a fee of 1 per 
cent of the cost of the machine 
per month. The cost is either the 
cost to the Government, or the 
appropriate Office of Price Sta- 
bilization ceiling, varying from 
case to case.

“Popping” bug fishing is cer- 
tainly a misnomer. “Bass” bug 
fishing is also misapplied, for the 
expert angler does not “pop” the 
bug and neither is this method 


of fishing confined only to the 
taking of bass. 

Popping bug angling is a highly 
specialized method of taking fish 
and it is even a pleasure to watch 
an expert manipulate the lure 
on the Ozark streams. This way 
of fishing is usually used on float 
trips, although it is also highly 
successful in wading and fishing 
the smaller streams that are trib- 
utaries of the larger watercourses. 

The angler, who. is adept in 
Simulating the movements of an 
insect on the water, will take fish 
on this artificial lure when most 
other methods fail. It is an art 
not acquired overnight and both 
long practice and fish sense are 
necessary if perfection is attained. 


The angler who is skilled in this | 


manner of fishing constantly 
scans the water ahead of the 
floating boat or canoe in order 
to place the cast in the most 
likely spot. Casts should be made 
as far ahead of the boat as pos- 
sible in order to properly “work” 
the lure and tantalize the feeding 
fish into believing that a choice

Bugs Vary In Size. 

Popping bugs vary in size, col-| 
or, and make up. Some are so 
‘large that only bass can be taken, 
while some are so small that they 
usually attract only sunfish and 
bluegill. The happy medium are 
those which are in-between and 
furnish the angler with strikes 
and catches of bluegill, goggle- 
eye, and bass. The line should 
be treated so that it will float 
on the surface of the water. Tim- 
ing of setting the hook after the 
fish strikes is a matter of a split 
second and many fish are lost if 


* the line has sunk because of the | 


time elapsed in trying to raise it | 
from the depths after the strike. 
A light, five-pound-test leader, 
about 10 feet long, is recommend- 
ed. The long leader is invisible 
in the water and the striking fish 
is not frightened away by the 
shadow of the line or the line 
itself. 

Medium-sized popping bugs 
with a white head and black 
feather dressing are very popu- 
lar lures. Those with white rub- 
ber legs and usually two rubber 
appendages, simulating the May 
fly, are proven fish-getters. In 
the sloughs and bayous where the 
water is still and free of cur- 
rent, these lures are deadly. The 
angler should keep in mind when 
fishing this type of water that 
there is no haste on the retrieve. | 
The popping bug is cast and then 
permitted to lie dormant for even 
several minutes. Soon a vagrant 
breeze will gently move the lure, 
the rubber legs will start crawl. | 
ing, and the fish, which has been | 
cruising slowly under the attrac- | 
tion, will suddenly strike with a. 
savage fury. | 

Popping bug addicts are usually | 
sold on this method of fishing | 
almost to the exclusion of using 
any other means. They can vis- | 
ualize every strike and often bass | 
will break water with such sud- | 
denness and fury that they will | 
be visible down to the last inch | 
of their tail.

Treating Cross-Eyes 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HOUSANDS of children are ‘born with or develop cross- 
T eyes every year in the United States. These children 

“undergo a terrible burden, both physical and psychologe 
ical. 

If their cross-eyes are not corrected, they are made to 
feel inferior by their playmates. This causes them to become 
either bullies or shy, over-courteous personalities. Both of 
these reactions are handicaps to them throughout their life 
and are added to the visual trouble arising from untreated 
cross-eyes. 

Cross-eyes must be treated early for the best results. 
This means between the ages of 3 and 5 years or even sooner 
and certainly before the child enters school. 

2 

USUALLY, SPECIAL GLASSES are tried first and then, 
if necessary, a surgical operation can be performed. Optome- 
trists can skillfully prescribe and fit glasses, and thus be 
valuable allies in this part of the treatment. However, only 
' an ophthalmologist—a doctor of medicine specializing in eye 
diseases—can surgically treat cross-eyes. The ophthalmologist 
could well supervise the whole treatment program. 

A child with squint has one eye turning in or out when 
the other eye is looKing straight ahead. The two eyes don’t 
track together. This makes each eye see a different image. 

Because double-vision is intolerable, the squint-eyed child’s 
brain eventually refuses to recognize the image coming from 
one eye—usually the crossed eye. Even though there is nothing 
wrong with the eye itself, the crossed eye eventually becomes 
blind. 

Therefore, treatment is directed first toward securing good 
vision using both eyes and lastly toward improving appearance 
by uncrossing the eyes. Most important, of course, is pro- 
be aguaites the seeing ability of the crossed eye. 

x © ® 

IN SOME CASES, glasses will correct minor degrees of 
cross-eyedness, as far as securing good vision through both 
eyes. However, many times the overly strong or the too-weak 
muscles of the crossed eye must be weakened or strengthened 
by surgery. Such an operation doesn’t bother the child and 
he is usually out of the hospital the following day. 

Sometimes mothers mistakenly think their babies are 
cross-eyed because of an optical illusion. A fold of skin over 
the inner angle of one eye makes it appear crossed. Also, 
many mothers mistakenly think their children are cross-eyed 
during the first year because the eyes do not always work 
together. This is entirely normal in new-born babies because 
they haven't yet learned how to fix both their eyes on an 
object. 

The cross-eyes needing medical treatment are those that 
are present all the time and continue beyond the first nine 
months. An unusual form of squint in which both eyes are 
crossed—both look in toward the nose, for instance—needs 
immediate attention, even in the first few months of life. 

Your cross-eyed child urgently néeds medical attention 
to avoid having his whole future spoiled. When cross-eyes are 
seglected and blindness occurs in one eye because of intoler- 
able double-vision, it is too late. Even delayed surgery on eye 
muscles simply for cosmetic purposes will not be permanent, 
if there is no vision to keep that eye tracking as it should.

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Young Beets 

Are Favorite 
In Summer 
By Edith M. Barber 


MONG the favorite summer 
A vesetabies are young beets, 

They are so sweet and tender, 
and when we pluck them fresh 
from the garden we are almost 
sure to uSe some of the greens 
or at least the tender stems. On 
a recent weekend, I just couldn’t 
resist pulling up one or two to see 
how the bulbs were maturing. 

Actually, they weren't quite 
ready, but as there was a large 
patch of them, we enjoyed greens 
with a touch of the beet itself, 
Sometimes we find beet tops with 
our market beets. At certain 
times of the year, a few markets 
carry the young tops that are 
specially grown for greens, 
Throughout the summer we are 
pretty sure to find the young 
beets so that we can enjoy them, 
even if we do not have a garden 
at our back door. 

Of course, they will need a 
food scrubbing and, generally, a 
good trimming. At least one inch 
of the stems should be allowed to 
remain. Then the beets should 
be cooked in boiling salted water 
to half cover. When they are 
tender, the skins will slip off 
easily, Tiny beets may be served 
whole, and larger ones sliced or 
chopped. After draining, they 
should be dressed with butter, hot 
French dressing or with sour 
cream into which chives or 
minced onion and parsley may be 
stirred.

HORSERADISH IS ALSO a 
good flavor either for the butter 
or the sour cream. Lemon juice or 
an herb-flavored vinegar may be 
added. Leftover cooked beets may 
be chopped and combined with 
cooked young cabbage or carrots. 
The vegetables should not be put 
together until just before they are 
to be used, as there will then be 
better color contrast. The larger 
beets may be pared and sliced, 
sprinkled with spicy vinegar or 
orange juice and dotted with 
butter or margarine before they 
are baked in a covered casserole, 

Baked Beets. 

Pare and slice beets. Arrange 
in greased casserole in alternate 
layers with shredded cabbage or 
diced celery. Sprinkle with salt 
and dot with butter or margarine. 
Add herb vinegar to taste. Cover 
and bake in moderately hot oven

It was no secret that the Very 
Rev. Hewlett Johnson, Dean of 
Canterbury, was a convert to the 
materialistic doctrine of Com- 
munism — however incongrous it 
seemed. Ever since the depres- 
sion ’thirties when he first started 
showing his sympathies for Soviet 
Russia, he has been called the 
“Red Dean’—a nickname he is 
said to fancy. 


In appearance, a direct opposite 
to his political leanings, he could 
not be more conservative—a som- 
ber figure in black frock coat, 
knee breeches, gaiters, and a 
white collar, with a bushy fringe 
of white hair around his bald 
pate worn in a William Jennings 
Bryan bob. 


Appearances, however, can be 
deceiving. He has been publicly 
congratulated on being a good 
judge of a pretty ankle — in a 
competition. He believes in dress 
reform — would start, if he could, 
by abolishing his own gaiters— 
and once declared that girls 
could wear. beach pajamas to 
Canterbury Cathedral if they 
wished. 

He is on the editorial board 


of the Communist Daily Worker | 


and frequently contributes ar- 
ticles to the paper. He has pro- 
voked angry explosions from his 
fellow countrymen after previous 
visits abroad. 

In 1935 he came back from 
Alberta, Canada, convinced that 
“if social credit fails, well, then 
I shall be behind the barricades.” 

In 1937 he came back from a 
visit to the Communist sector of 
embattled Spain and announced 
that he had seen no religious per- 
secution. 

When, however, on a recent 
visit to China, the Dean, now 78 
years old, made a speech before a 
Chinese Communist audience 
backing up their phony charge 
that the United Nations forces in 
Korea had engaged in germ war- 
fare, it was too much for many 
of the folks back home. 


He was denounced on the floor 
of the House of Commons as “a 
wicked, irresponsible old man” 
and in the House of Lords a de- 
mand was made that “this Dean 
must go.” 

His superior, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, 
who heads the Church of Eng- 
land, has described him as “a 
public nuisance,” and a fanatic, 
“blind, unreasonable and stupid,” 
who has “lost all control of com- 
mon sense.”

ET the Dean cannot be fired, 
Y says the Archbishop, because 

he has broken no law, civil or 
ecclesiastical. And Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill has rejected a 
demand for a tribunal to inquire 
into the Dean’s conduct “in dis- 
seminating the propaganda of per- 
sons engaged in hostilities with 
British troops.” 

In an explanation Churchill 
said, as both sides of the House 
of Commons cheered its approval: 

“Free speech carries with it 
the evils of all the foolish, un- 
pleasant, venomous things that 
are said, but on the whole we 
would rather lump them than do 
away with it.” 


London’s Daily Telegraph, com- 
menting on the mischief the Red 
Dean has caused on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain, said, “Few 
people abroad realize and many at 
home can scarcely credit the 
wide latitude allowed to accen- 
trics in the Church of England. 


The question is, “How did he 
get that way?” 

The answer, apparently, is 
that he developed a feeling of 
guilt as a young man when he 
saw how well off he was in con- 
trast to his fellow workers. For, 
although he worked in a Man- 
chester cotton mill, he did not 
have to. 

He likes to talk about how he 
struggled in those days to live 
on 13 shillings (now about $1.82) 
a week. But he did not have to. 
For his father owned the cotton 
mill. And the home he returned

to on weekends was a rich man’s 
country place. 

Born in 1874 at the height of 
the Victorian era with its inter- 
mingled excess of poverty and 
prosperity, Hewlett Johnson had 
no intention at first of going into 
the church. In fact, he even had 
serious doubts about the truth 
of Christianity—doubts which 
were expertly developed by one 
of his professors who was a de- 
vetee of the Darwin theory. 

Young Johnson, a brilliant pu- 
pil, decided to go in for engineer- 
ing and won his bachelor of 
science degree at Manchester Uni- 
versity before he was 18. 

Then one day he found that his 
spiritual crisis was over. He had 
thought his way through to a 
practical Christianity and had de- 
cided to become a “‘missionery en- 
gineer.” He would go to central 
Africa as an engineer under the 
auspices of a missionary society. 

However, first, the society 
asked him to go study theology 
for a year at Oxford University. 
He stayed at Oxford four years, 
which he attended on a ‘scholar- 
ship, and made a name for him- 
self as a rower, walker and talker. 

When college days were 
through, however, the missionary 
appointment did not come off 
after all. Instead of becoming an 
engineer with a religious purpose, 
Johnson went into the church. In 
1905 he became a deacon, in 1906 
a priest, and in 1908 vicar of St. 
Margaret’s, Altringham, a parish 
near Manchester. It was a wealthy 
flock that he ministered to, most- 
ly friends of his father. 

He used to preach to them not 
only of Christianity but of social-

ism and social credit. His role as 
parish priest was a modest one, 
however. His flock regarded him 
as a harmless eccentric and no 
one but his wife took him serious- 
ly.

(His wife, a Manchester beauty, 
died in 1931. Seven years later 
he married again. His second 
wife, a pretty artist and preach- 
er’s daughter, was 31 when they 
were married in 1938—33 years 
her husband’s junior.)

For in England, im- 
portant positions in the Church of 
England, such as the deanery of

N 1924, Johnson’s friend, So- 
| cist Prime Minister Ramsay 

MacDonald, made him Dean of 
Manchester. This was an impor- 
tant step up the ladder but al- 
though it gave him a sounding 
board to campaign for dress re- 
form and wider seats in third- 
class railway carriages, Johnson 
was not yet a national figure, 
let alone international. 

In 1931, MacDonald, having ex- 
perienced the traditional up and 
down fortunes of the professional 
politician, was once more Prime 
Minister and in a position to do 
his friend another favor. This 
time he appointed him to a real- 
ly big job, Dean of Canterbury, 
England’s mother church. 

Johnson had arrived, But in 
sharp contrast to his personal 
success his country seemed down 
on its luck. His social conscience 
began working overtime during 
those troubled ‘thirties, with soup 
kitchens a constant reminder of 
the depression. The Fascist dic- 
tators were rapidly rising to pow- 
er, there was a war in Spain be- 
tween Left and Right, a world 
war was brewing, and the Com- 
munists were gloatingly antici- 
pating the demise of capitalism 
which they had so long predicted.

“Profitable travel in Russia de- 
mands a mind well informed be- 
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forehand,” he once wrote. 

The Dean admits the Russians 
have made mistakes, but he 
prides himself on being able to 
“look past the mess and muddle 
to the fundamental things they 
are doing.” He says, “I know 
they weren’t velvet-gloved to the 
people who opposed them” but 
“it was a temporary expedient 
like chopping off King Charles’s 
head.” 

Those who know him best say 
the Dean was happiest during the 
second World War when the 
West was allied with Russia 
against the Fascists. He was 
popular and he was cheered as 
he preached a new system where 
the Government looked after the 
worker. He was free of the guilt 
of his father’s capitalism and he 
was not alone any longer. 


In the years since the war 
ended, he has lost whatever war- 
time following he had in the 
West as he flits around the world 
on “missionary” roles, spouting 
the Communist line, whether it 
be that America wants war and 
Russia doesn’t, or that the U.N. 
forces are using germ war in 


Korea.

At first thought, it will seem 


that West was a plain, 
garden-variety sucker for let- 
ting South steal the slam from 
under his nose in today’s deal, 
but more sober judgment should 
be brought to bear. 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
South West North East 
19 Pass he Pass 
39 Pass 59 Pass 
6y Pass Pass Pass 

North could have chosen some 
other slam course, such as three 
spades over South’s jump heart 
rebid, but he evidently preferred 
the method he used. 

West’s opening lead was the 
spade jack, and South, who was 
well acquainted with West’s style. 
concluded instantly that the lead 
was not from the king. So South 
blandly played dummy’s spade 
ace and, when East followed suit 
with the seven-spot, South as 
blandly dropped the eight. 

Now declarer cashed his top 
diamonds and ruffed his low dia- 
mond, drew trumps in two 
rounds, then led the club seven. 

It is very easy to say that 
West should have hopped up 
with the club ace and led anoth- 
er spade—but how could he 
know? Declarer’s line of play— 
and his bidding — would have 
been precisely the same with the 
spade eight blank and two small 
clubs. In that case it would be 
a give-up play for West to dive 
in with the club ace; his only 
chance to beat the slam would 
be to play low without hesita- 
tion, hoping for a wrong guess by 
South. 

Well, that was West’s reaction, 
and he did play low on the club 
lead. But South had no guess to 
make. It would do him no good 
to put in the ten or jack from 
dummy, even if it forced the ace; 
the one hope was that West had 
the ace and had ducked. So 
South reached for the king, and

RODUCTIVE land as a solid

part of the people, we might 
easily forget the part this or- 
ganization can and should play 
in the world and we might 
neglect our responsibility for 
helping the U.N. and its special- 
ized agencies to accomplish the 
utmost possible in the battle for 
a better world situation.

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Alternatives 
May Confuse 
Some Children

E’VE written about the use- 
fulness of giving the child a 
choice as to what he will do, 
eat, etc. If you plan the alterna- 
tives with reasonable care, which- 
ever he chooses will please you, 
and at the same time he will have 
the pleasure of feeling that he is 
doing as he wishes. 
But at some ages, and with 
g0me personalities, the use of 
choices is apt not to work out 
very well. We have told you about 
the dangerous ages for the use of 
choices, and today we will discuss 
a few of the kinds of personality 
which do not respond well to be- 
ing given a choice. 
* * * 


THERE ARE many children of 
such a clear-cut temperament that 


“* sthey know their own minds and: 


find it easy to make, and to stick 
to, choicies. There are many who 
enjoy the sense of freedom and 
of self-expression that making a 
choice seems to give them. With 
many such children the giving of 
choices is almost a sure-fire meth- 
od of gaining ready enthusiastic 
co-operation. 

However, there are children 
who by temperament seem almost 
constitutionally unable to make a 
choice. For instance, there are 
the confused children who do not 
seem to have any idea of what 
they want. If you give them 
choices, particularly multiple 
choices, you only confuse them 
more. 

Similarly, there is the vague type 
of child who by nature seems to 
have very little structure to his 
behavior, an@ who needs to have 
the structure provided by the en- 
vironment. For such a child, the 
giving of a choice only increases 
his vagueness. He needs to have 


a clear cut pattern or direction 
which he can follow. He wants 


and needs to have you tell him 
exactly what to do. 
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THERE IS ANOTHER type of 
child with whom the use of 
choices also doesn’t work very 
well. This is the kind of child 
with whom no techniques of any 
kind seem to work. With such 
children, if you give any possible 
loophole, they will start vacillat- 
ing. If they are given any lee- 
way at all, a simple trip to grand- 
mother’s can be complicated by 
questions of whether they will go; 
what they will wear: whether | 
they will sit in the front seat or 
the back seat of the car; who will 
sit beside them. For such chil- 
dren, the only effective approach 
is to tell them specifically and 
rigidly just exactly what is go- 
ing to be done, and to insist that 
your orders be carried out. 

Thus you state: “We are go- 
ing to grandmother’s ... You 
will wear your red snowsuit... 
You sit in the front seat beside 
me... When we get there you

If you make a 72- 
hour visit to Greenland in Juné 
or July during clear weather, you 
will be able to see the sun in the 
sky every minute of the 72 hours! 
Probably you will sleep part of 
the time, but unless there are 
clouds, you will have sunshine 
all the while. 
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
